The mdividual fate of such men 
is of little or no consequence. tler 
men, more loyal subjects, truer chris- 
tians, have graced a Criminal’s cell, or 
ended their miserable lives in penal ser- 
vitude. But, unfortunately, the evil 
eonsequénces which follow fast upon the 
heels'‘of Polygamy, are not confined to 
the really guilty. There is growing up 
in Utah a generation of children who.
